The milling brecrc carried us aero.

At Inst, on a Monday morning, a

We had double-reefed top-suils and the fore- 
sail set; but Mr. Thomas (coming on deck 
to my call), not knowing but Hint there was 
a hurricane iu the cloud, sung out for nil 
hunds to shorten sail; and scarcely were 
Ihe rccf-tackles hauled out, when the ship 
lay down like an anchored buoy in a race- 
urrent to a real Cape Horn blnst, with the 
ur so full of snow that it was like shaking 
the inside of a feather-bed over a man, and 
the air so dark thai you couldn't see ihe 
main-mast from the wheel. 

n minute tho decks were all white 
snow fore and aft, and ihe yards, 
masts, nnd standing rigging lined with it ; 
the cold wus so intense that Ihe tears froze 
one's eyes, nnd the snow turned to lot on 
the decks and made them lit only for skates. 
The men aloft on the yards glimmered in 
the gloom and through the blinding full of 
like snow-figures; indeed, it was ns if 
a whole mountain of snow had fetched 
away to windward and was blowing athwart 
broad sheets. 

wcver, the wind was not so fierce but
